Forum  no 
fairy  tale 

Fairy  tales  help  children  deal  with 
the  difficulties  encountered  in  grow¬ 
ing  up  —  by  triggering  childrens’  im¬ 
aginations,  according  to  Dr.  Bruno 
Bettelheim. 

Bettelheim  will  speak  in  today’s 
Forum  assembly  at  10  a.m.  in  the 
Marriott  Center.  His  speech  is  titled 
“The  Importance  of  Imagination, 
Particularly  for  the  Child,  as  Illus¬ 
trated  by  the  Meaning  of  Fairy 
Tales.” 

Since  ancient  times,  Bettelheim 
said,  fairy  tales  have  provided  nut¬ 
rients  for  people’s  imaginations.  “The 
imagination  permits  us  to  explore  by 
fantasy  the  important  problems  we 
encounter  in  life  and  how  we  may  best 
cope  with  them,”  he  said. 

Bettelheim,  a  native  of  Austria, 
earned  his  doctorate  in  psychology 
and  philosophy  at  the  University  of 
Vienna.  He  immigrated  to  the  United 
States  in  1939  and  has  been  associated 
with  the  University  of  Chicago  since: 

Bettleheim  is  a  professor  at  Stan¬ 
ford  University,  and  is  conducting  re¬ 
search  on  the  application  of 
psychoanalysis  to  education  and  so¬ 
cial  problems. 

He  has  written  several  books,  the 
latest  of  which  is  “Surviving.”  All  the 
books  have  been  translated  into 
several  foreign  languages.  He  also 
contributeds  to  professional  journals 
and  popular  magazines.

1984,  Reynolds  said.  The  target  date  for  the 
changes  is  fall  semester  of  1984. 

“It  will  take  a  couple  of  years  for  a  student  in  high 
school  to  gear  up  to  new  expectations,  so  any 
changes  won’t  take  place  until  then,”  he  said.  All 
changes  will  be  announced  well  in  advance. 

Changes  in  G.E.  policy  must  be  approved  by 
faculty,  deans,  the  Faculty  General  Education 
Council,  colleges  and  departments  affected  and  the 
administration,  Reynolds  said.  “A  university  can¬ 
not  operate  quickly;  we  must  move  slowly  and  de¬ 
liberately. 

“If  any  changes  do  get  through  these  groups,  we 
will  then  want  student  opinion  and  public  discus¬ 
sion  on  the  changes.” 

The  changes  will  only  affect  incoming  students, 
he  said.  The  G.  E.  program  will  remain  the  same  for 
students  already  attending  the  university,  with  the 
exception  of  changes  to  Category  II  courses. 

He  said  no  changes  would  be  made  in  Category  II 
requirements,  but  courses  will  be  improved. 
Category  II  changes  will  affect  current  students 
because  individual  courses,  not  the  requirements, 
are  being  changed. 

“Down  the  road  we  need  to  improve  the  Categ¬ 
ory  II  offerings.  We  need  to  re-examine  required 
courses,  and  we  may  need  to  make  sizable  invest¬ 
ments  to  improve  Category  II  courses,”  Reynolds 
said. 

“Category  II  is  the  heart  of  any  general- 
education  program.  We  are  proud  of  what  we’ve 
achieved  there,  but  we  are  certainly  not  satisfied 
that  we  have  done  everything  we  can  do  with  that. 
We  are  giving  immediate  attention  to  that  (impro¬ 
ving  Category  II  courses),”  he  said. 

Category  II  courses  have  been  under  ongoing 
review  by  the  Faculty  General  Education  Council 
for  several  months,  he  said. 

“We’re  not  fully  satisfied  with  what  we’ve  got. 
We  feel  responsible  to  improve  it,”  he  said. 

“One  thing  worth  noting  is  that  general  educa¬ 
tion  is  widely  recognized  as  a  disaster  area  in  Amer¬ 
ican  higher  education.  BYU  is  one  of  the  few 
schools,  like  Harvard  and  Stanford,  that  have  made 
a  serious  effort  in  the  1970s  to  get  control  of  it. 

Telephone  caller 
wants  Osmonds 
or  else  20  dead 

A  man  demanding  to  talk  to  a  member  of  the 
Osmond  family  or  else  he  will  “start  killing  Mor¬ 
mons,”  has  been  calling  the  Osmond  Studios  for  a 
month,  according  to  an  Orem  police  report. 

The  report,  filed  Sunday,  says  that  the  phone 
caller  claims  he  will  kill  Mormons  until  he  lolls  20 
unless  he  can  talk  to  a  member  of  the  Osmond 
family  —  Marie  in  particular. 

Osmond  Studios  would  not  comment  on  the  inci¬ 
dent  but  Orem  Police  Investigator  Brent  Morris 
said  “the  studio  often  receives  phone  threats.” 

Morris  said  the  suspect  in  this  incident  is  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Anchorage,  Alaska,  who  gave  the  studios 
his  name  and  address. 

The  report  was  filled  out  by  Orem  Police  Officer 
Mike  Larsen,  who  said  that  when  he  arrived  at  the 
studio  Sunday  afternoon,  after  the  complaint,  the 
suspect  was  still  on  the  phone. 

He  said  he  talked  with  the  man  while  the  caller 
repeated  the  same  threat  reported  by  the  studio. 

Food  price  to  rise, 
but  not  that  much 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Increases  in  food  prices 
will  probably  trail  the  overall  inflation  rate  through 
next  year,  a  Department  of  Agriculture  senior  eco¬ 
nomist  said  Monday. 

J.  Dawson  Ahalt,  deputy  assistant  secretary  for 
economics,  said  food  prices  are  expected  to  rise  5  to 
9  percent  in  1982,  the  third  straight  year  of  single-  i 
digit  increases. 

The  midpoint  of  the  forecast  is  7  percent,  which 
Ahalt  said  would  likely  be  “somewhat  less”  of  an 
increase  than  the  expected  inflation  rate  for  next
